Gold Beach, OREGON 

In October, 2013, a hired helicopter owned by the White City helicopter company, PACIFIC AIR 
RESEARCH INC., sprayed southwestern OREGON timberland near Gold Beach, AND residential homes 
in the Cedar Valley. The spraying was causative of more than two-dozen sickened citizenry actual 
complaints! 

Director Lisa Arkin, of Beyond Toxics, the pesticide watchdog group, implicates that U.S. citizens 
complained of HEADACHES, BLURRY VISION, LOSS OF BALANCE, COUGHING, FATIGUE, NAUSEA, and 
RASHES. It is no coincidence that so many were sickened on the same day and reported similar 
symptoms while unaware of their exposure to the helicopter spraying. 

A group of doctors has written OREGON HEALTH AUTHORITY officials calling for an epidemiological 
investigation of helath complaints. The OREGON HEALTH AUTHORITY is advising doctors treating 
patients suspected of herbicide exposure to consult the OREGON POISON CENTER. 

The victims whose homes were sprayed are frustrated over how long a time it took for the state of 
OREGON to investigate. The foot dragging made it impossible for their medical doctors to know 
which pesticides their patients were poisoned with. Some of their patients are still coughing five 
months after being poisoned by the PACIFIC AIR RESEARCH INC. 

The OREGON DEPARMENT OF AGRICULTURE Director, Katy Coba, claims the ODA was originally told 
the only herbicide used was GLYPHOSATE, known as ROUND UP. But lead investigator, Mike 
Odenthal, implicates that vegetation shows DOW 2, 4-D, and TRICLOPYR. Hired helicopters did allow 
pesticide dosage that was heavier than the label instructions allow, and the poisons did fall on 
unintended properties. 

Ms. Coba whitewashes the ODA's accountability by claiming the state agency was "misled" about 
what pesticide products were used and "misled" by being presented false records from PACIFIC AIR 
RESEARCH INC. 

Why were four forests and residential homes doused with aerial applications of GLYPHOSATE ROUND- 
UP, DOW 2, 4-D that contains AGENT ORANGE, and Triclopyr. The natural ecology of forests have 
existed for millennia without such toxic provocation against trees. What's going on, why did this 
happen, and what are the state of OREGON and the federal government going to do to prevent it 
from happening again, in light of the soon-coming use of unmanned drone spraying of pesticides 
that are slated to begin in OREGON this very year. Maybe elected officials allowing research without 
the American People's informed consent should be recalled.

Mega Industrial Projects Pose More Eco-Graffitti 

The costs for Mega Industrial Projects are soaring while solar and wind power are coming down. For 
example $50 billion has already been spent on the Kashagan project in the Caspian Sea that will 
bring gas to EUROPE without RUSSIA.

The Nukes 

The North Korean peninsula remains officially at war because of Armistice, rather than a Peace 
Treaty. If you think it is just rhetoric, North Korea recently fired medium range Rodon ballistic missiles 
from a mobile launcher, violating UNITED NATIONS Security Council resolutions, meaning North 
Korean missiles could reach Tokyo and key U.S. military bases in JAPAN, without giving maritime 
warning. You may not know if North Korea has long-range nuclear warhead missiles. 

On the other hand, in an agreement with RUSSIA in 1994, Kiev gave up its nuclear weapons in 
exchange for a guarantee of UKRAINE'S territorial integrity. 

The goal of this month's Nuclear Security Summit was for action toward nuclear nonproliferation, and 
The International Atomic Energy Guidelines to improve nuclear security were adopted by 35 
countries. But CHINA, INDIA, PAKISTAN, nor RUSSIA refrained from joining the other 35 countries that 
agreed.

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Bicycle Oh La La 

The earliest four-wheeler dates from the 17 th century FRANCE, and the earliest two-wheeler was 
exhibited in Paris in 1818. The reason for the bicycle's efficiency is its chain drive, adapted from the 
chain pump invented in CHINA, by Zhang Sixun to run mechanical clocks in AD 976. The first chain 
drive appeared in the West in 1 770, and was applied to bicycle propulsion in 1869. 

Improvements have made bicycles the most efficient human-based form of propulsion on EARTH. 
You may consider how many bicycle riders throng the streets of any Asian town. Bikes are the main 
form of transportation in CHINA today. 

Casual cyclists may be able to meet your shopping needs by biking instead of getting into your car 
to get groceries. If you want to bike to the Farmer's Market or grocery store, first find out if your city 
has bike lanes in which to safely peddle. Then you can be car-free some, or most, of the time. 

For shopping purposes of five-miles or less, a steel-framed "beater bike" that is built to handle a load 
quite well can be had at a garage sale or thrift store for about $100 bucks. Nobody would want to 
steal it so there's no worries. 

You may prefer a moderately priced hybrid with tires bigger than a road bike's, but narrower than a 
mountain bike's. It would also work just fine and you could find one for a few hundred dollars. 

Another option is to convert a mountain bike into a city bike simply by switching out the knobby tires 
for slicks that have a smooth tread. 

Just suppose you want a classic 3-speed RALEIGH ROADSTERtown bike, or "townie". Most of the ones 
that were made in ENGLAND are still around decades later. If you get one with fenders, a sturdy 
rack, and a matching chain guard, a front basket can be very well accommodated. 

The WALD "Newsboy Special" bike basket is big enough to carry two large bags of groceries. It is 
affordable, easy to install, and you can just lift the carrying handle upright to take the basket with 
you when you shop. Visit www.waldsports.com . 

If you need to carry a bigger load with weight, get a rear rack and attach classic bike panniers. The 
JANDD "Grocery Bag" pannier folds up and has a quick release design, and you can lift and take 
them with you when you go shopping. High-end ORTLIEB panniers are very strong and waterproof. 

Go with a bike trailer if you are serious about carrying large loads of gardening supplies, groceries, or 
produce. Unless you have small children to carry, choose a trailer actually designed for carrying 
cargo. 

One may go into your local bike shop to talk with the experts and see what works best for your 
needs.
